ONE ATTEMPT TO MAINTAIN THE 
ADVERTISED PRICE OF GOODS. 

Spalding & Brothers, the manufacturers of 
sporting goods, after a six months’ fight with 
those who sold their patented goods below the 
advertised price, claim that their efforts thus far 
have been crowned with entire success. The 
announcement of their intention early this year 
attracted wide attention, and manufacturers 
and dealers generally have been watching with 
considerable curiosity the result of the stand 
taken in this matter by the Spaldings. 

The Spaldings were moved to take this step 
by the course adopted by some of the larger 
stores to advertise to sell the goods manufac¬ 
tured and trade-marked by A. G. Spalding & 
Bros, at less than the retail price charged for 
them in the manufacturers’ own store, and, in 
a few instances, at less even than the whole¬ 
sale price. This interfered seriously with the 
business of the small dealers who sold sporting 
goods purchased direct from the Spaldings, 
and who, because their orders were small, re¬ 
ceived less discount than their larger rivals. 

The Spaldings began operations by refusing 
to sell any of their goods to the department 
stores excepting at retail prices. The depart¬ 
ment stores were but little disturbed by this 
movement, because they were able to draw 
their supplies of Spaldings’ goods from the 
jobbers at as low prices as they had been able 
to obtain by dealing with the manufacturers 
direct, and in some cases at even better terms. 
The Spaldings then decided to cut off the job¬ 
bers and refuse to sell to them. How serious 


this move was may be gathered from the fact 
that a very large percentage of the total busi¬ 
ness of the Spaldings was done through job¬ 
bers. In fact, the jobbers practically com¬ 
manded the trade ; to cut them off, there¬ 
fore, amounted to a revolution in conducting 
their business. Before taking the step every 
effort was made to induce the jobber to main¬ 
tain prices, but without success. Each jobber 
would argue that if he refused to sell to a 
department store another would, and so forth. 
Realizing that concert of action in this direc¬ 
tion was impossible, the Spaldings finally an¬ 
nounced that at a given date they would 
establish two prices on their goods—one a 
definite wholesale price, the other a definite 
retail price—and that they would make every 
possible effort to enforce these prices and to 
protect the retailer who lived up to his agree¬ 
ment with them. Beginning at the date set 
for the inaugurating of the new schedule, the 
firm would sell at the wholesale price only to 
such dealers as would agree to resell the goods 
at not less than the retail price fixed by the 
manufacturer. Any dealer who would agree 
to these terms, no matter how small his busi¬ 
ness was, was to be permitted to buy at the 
same price as the dealer whose older went up 
to the thousands of dollars. 

The scheme was put in operation as an¬ 
nounced, and, notwithstanding the almost gen¬ 
eral prophecy that the move was business 
suicide, it has proved successful all along the 
line. J. W. Spa’ding, in an interview with a 
representative of the New York Sun, is re¬ 
ported to have said that not a cent’s worth of 
goods had been sold to jobbers and that they 
had not been able to buy any. In the begin¬ 
ning there were some efforts by persistent price- 
cutters to keep a supply of goods and cut the 
price. These men resorted to various sc hemes 
to keep up their supply. The favorite method 
was to purchase through some retail dealer 
who had the advantage of the wholesale price. 
The concern quadrupled its staff of travelling 
salesmen, and these men kept close watch every¬ 
where. Every time they heard of a case of 
cutting they investigated and found out where 
the goods had come from, and. then the priv¬ 
ilege of purchasing at the wholesale price was 
taken from the dealer who had acted as the 
price-cutter’s agent. In addition to the lookout 
kept by the men on the road, every order that 
was received by the concern was closely scru¬ 
tinized. If a man ordered ten gross of an arti¬ 
cle where he had been in the habit of ordering 
one, or if the size of his business didn’t war¬ 
rant his giving as large an order as he did give, 
the order was investigated. It made no differ¬ 
ence whether the cash accompanied the order ; 
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if the reason for its size could not be satisfac¬ 
torily explained it was not filled and the check 
was returned. 

It is significant that from the department 
stores, where the most trouble was expected, 
there has been none whatever. All the attempts 
at cutting had been by the smaller dealers. In 
some instances where small cuts had been made 
by these cutters, after they had supplied them¬ 
selves with a stock of goods, salesmen were 
sent at once to demand an explanation. If the 
•excuse was that the dealer wanted to turn the 
stock into money quickly an offer was made by 
the Spaldings to buy it all back at the price 
paid for it. In every case the offending dealers 
promptly put up the price again. Mr. Spald¬ 
ing said there had been no recent attempts at 
price-cutting and he considered the fight per¬ 
manently won. 


WORK OF THE AMERICAN BAPTIST 
PUBLICATION SOCIETY IN 1898 . 

According to the report of the publication 
committee of the American Baptist Publication 
Sociey, presented at its seventy-fifth anniver¬ 
sary, the publications of the year 1898 , includ¬ 
ing tracts, have been Si in number. Of these 
i,lo 8 , 250 copies have been printed. The entire 
number of books, pamphlets,periodicals,tracts, 
etc., new and old. printed during the year, is 
46 , 522 , 104 copies, an increase of 1 , 499,335 copies 
over previous year. The total number of pages 
printed during the year, reduced to i 6 mo size, 
is 1 , 438 , 107 , 808 , being an increase over the year 
ending March 31 , 1898 , of 60 , 281,564 i 6 mo 
pages. 

The total issues since the organization of the 
Society are 7 6 7 » 339.534 copies of books, period¬ 
icals, pamphlets, tracts, etc., equal to 17 , 271 ,- 
629,148 l 6 mo pages, and equivalent to 57 , 572 ,- 
097 books of 300 pages each. 

The Board of Managers, in enumerating the 
difficulties with which the work of the Society 
has been beset, conclude their report as follows: 

“A fourth difficulty is to be found in the 
present condition of the book and periodical 
trade. Never was competition so severe or 
the margin of profit so narrow. This is due in 
part to the establishment of so many new pub¬ 
lishing houses. The publishers of books and 
periodicals in this country increased from one 
thousand five hundred and seventy-seven in 
1870 to six thousand two hundred and eighty- 
four in 1890 , and have since the latterdate been 
growing more and more numerous. It is due 
>v also in part to the fact that most of the great 
V department stores in our large cities have book 
^CuMWljers, which they frequently use as an aid 
in securing customers for other and better-pay¬ 
ing w ares. The result of this state of things 
is a cheapening of product, a lowering of profits, 
and a (ruinous race for patronage. Several of 
the oldVr book houses, unwilling to compete on 
such te/rms, have gone out of business. Those 
which ifemain are compelled to continue with 
small grains and an uncertain outlook. In our 
own cas« we are obliged to compete with several 


undenominational houses in our periodical busi¬ 
ness, and with all publishers in the general book 
trade. We have also competitors within the 
denomination in the Sunday-school Board of 
of the Southern Baptist Convention, and more 
recently in the National Publishing Company, 
founded by our colored brethren. Under these 
circumstances we are obliged to exercise the 
closest economy and to content ourselves with 
very narrow margins of profit. We are also 
compelled to spend large amounts in advertis¬ 
ing, which still further reduces our margin. 
The net results are necessarily small. 

“This leads us to another difficulty, and the 
only additional one we desire to mention at the 
present time. We have taken the greatest 
pains to secure the best writers in our denom¬ 
ination, and to publish the best possible books, 
pamphlets, and tracts for denominational and 
Christian use. Any one who will examine the 
issues of the past three years must acknowl¬ 
edge, we think, that intrinsically, as well as in 
mechanical form and finish, they are equal to 
thoseof the best publishing houses of the world. 
We regret to say that with all our efforts to 
bring these books to the attention of our peo¬ 
ple, many of them sell very slowly indeed. 
There are in this country nearly tw r enty-e ght 
thousand Baptist ministers, over one hundred 
and seventy-two thousand officers and teachers 
in our Sunday-schools, and a total membership 
of more than four millions in our churches. It 
would seem that with such a constituency there 
should be no difficulty in disposing of large 
editions of all the books we publish. If there 
were no higher reason, one would think that 
denominational pride would induce a large sale. 
As a matter of fact, however, in many in¬ 
stances it takes from two to five years, or even 
longer, to dispose of an edition of only two 
thousand copies, many of which are sold outside 
of denominational lines through the general 
trade. Of course, until the first edition is sold, 
the cost of remunerating the author and of manu¬ 
facture is withdrawn from our working capital, 
and lies uselessly on the shelf. We have now 
many thousands of dollars locked up in this 
way. What we need and plead for is a general 
awakening of our people to the value of the 
literature at their command.” 


DANGEROUS PAPER. 

“ Not a great while ago,” says a writer in 
the London Daily News , “librarians and book- 
lovers in general were discussing the deterio¬ 
ration in the quality of paper of late years. It 
is curious to learn from her Majesty’s waste- 
paper office that one result of the change of 
materials has been a decided increase in lia¬ 
bility to fire wherever paper waste is accumu¬ 
lated in any great quantity. It is the rarest 
thing to find paper made of rags nowadays. 
It is made from wood and other vegetable ma¬ 
terials which, chemically, are not very different 
from the component materials of a hayrick. 
If paper waste is stacked in large masses, and 
especially if it happens to be a little damp, 
heating takes place just as with a prematurely 
stacked hayrick, and spontaneous combustion 
may at any time break out in flame, as it has 
often been known to do in the farmyard. Of 
late years the greatest care and vigilance have 
been necessary to guard against this.” 
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THE ANGLO-SAXON REVIEW. 

John Lane has brought out in this country 
the first volume of The Anglo-Saxon Review , 
the new quarterly magazine of which Lady 
Randolph Spencer Churchill is general editor. 
The first quarter’s contributions on art, litera¬ 
ture, science, history, biography, and the top¬ 
ics of the day, are presented in sumptuous 
leather binding, tooled in facsimile of the 
binding of Thevet’s “ Vies des Hommes Illus- 
tres,” which was made for James 1 . in 1604 . 
It is intended to bind each instalment of the 
Review in some famous historical or original 
binding of great artistic merit. This plan will 
be carried out under the direction of Cy¬ 
ril Davenport, of the department of historical 
bindings in the British Museum, who this 
•quarter contributes a most interesting article 
on the binding selected, a'd will do so in 
every issue. 1 he book is a folio, but owing to 
a paper manufactured especially for it, its 250 
pages make a light and elegant volume. The 
illustrations will be a feature of this publica¬ 
tion, which will be made under the direction 
of Lionel Cust, the director of the National 
Portrait Gallery. Where portraits of contem¬ 
poraries are given they will for the most part 
be engravings on wood or lithographs, two 
arts which have been sadly neglected. In the 
first volume the illustrations are all portraits, 
and include reproductions of Ford’s bust of 
Queen Victoria, Rubens’ Anne of Austria, Sir 
Joshua Reynolds’ Duchess of Devonshire, 
a full-length portrait of George Washington, 
after a painting by Gilbert Stuart, in the pos¬ 
session of Lord Rosebery, Robert Peel, and 
Lady Mary Wortley Montagu. For the litera¬ 
ry side of the new venture, Lady Randolph 
Churchill has recruited illustrious supporters, 
both professional and amateur. Among the lat¬ 
ter are Whitelaw Reid, Rudolf Slatin, and Lord 
Rosebery. Among the former are Henry 
James, Gilbert Parker, John Oliver Hobbes, 
Swinburne, and others of lesser fame. The 
•editor has already received promises of con¬ 
tributions from statesmen, poets, novelists, 
and essayists of the highest reputation, but 
■she promises to make room also for unknown 
-writers of undoubted talent or with something 
valuable to set before the illustrious and in¬ 
telligent subscribers guaranteed by the al¬ 
most prohibitive price of the magazine —$6 a 
quarter. In point of real literary and artis¬ 
tic merit it is almost impossible for any new 
magazine to offer more than the generosity and 
enterprise of existing magazines already fur¬ 
nishes. But the material attractions of the 
volumes of The Anglo-Saxon Review as speci¬ 
mens of book-making will make them coveted 
by wealthy and ambitious book collectors. A 
list of annual subscribers will be published in 
every volume. The Prince of Wales heads the 
present list. _ 

JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

Fieldens Magazine , the World’s Record of 
Industrial Progress in Engineering, Shipbuild¬ 
ing, and Commerce, is the title of a new maga¬ 
zine shortly to be published in London. 

It is reported that a new magazine on the 
lines of Review of Reviews is to be published 
in the fall by the Harper-McClure alliance. 
The magazine will be edited by J. H. Finley, 
ex-president of Knox College. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Dr. Daniel Garrison Brinton, the well- 
known ethnologist and physician, died July 
31 , at Atlantic City, N. J. Dr. Brinton was 
born at Westchester, Pa., in 1837 , and was 
graduated from Yale College in 1858 , and 
from Jefferson MedicalCollege in New YorkCity 
in 1861 . He served in the United States 
Volunteer Army during the Civil War, part 
of the time as Medical Director of the Eleventh 
Corps. He was editor of the Medical and 
Surgical Reporter , and also of the Quarterly 
Compendium of Medical Science , and he con¬ 
tributed many articles to other publications. 
His researches were chiefly devoted to eth¬ 
nology and languages, especially in connec¬ 
tion with the American races and states. In 
1866 he received the medal of the Soci 6 t 6 
Americaine de France for his work in Ameri¬ 
can ethnology. He was professor of ethnol¬ 
ogy and archaeology at the Academy of Natural 
Sciences of Philadelphia, and of American 
linguistics and archaeology in the University 
of Pennsylvania, and President of the Numis¬ 
matic and Antiquarian Society of Philadelphia. 
Dr. Brinton established a library and publish¬ 
ing house of original American literature for 
the purpose of placing within the reach of 
scholars authentic materials for the study of 
the languages and civilization of the native 
races of America. He himself contributed re¬ 
ports on his examination of mounds, shell 
heaps, rock inscriptions, and other antiquities. 
He was author of many works relating to the 
ethnology and philology of the United States, 
the better known among which are “ Myths 
of the New World,” “ Religious Sentiment,” 
“ Aboriginal American Authors and their Pro¬ 
ductions,” “ American Hero Myths,” “Maya 
Chronicles,” “Conception of Love in Some 
American Languages,” “ Essays of an Ameri¬ 
canist,” “Library of Aboriginal American 
Literature” in eight volumes, “American 
Race,” “ Primer of Mayan Hieroglyphics,” 
and “ Races and Peoples.” Not long ago he 
presented to the University of Pennsylvania 
his entire collection of books and manuscripts 
relating to the aboriginal languages of North 
and South America, embracing about 2000 
titles, in addition to nearly 200 volumes of 
bound and indexed pamphlets bearing on the 
ethnology of the American Indians. Many of 
the manuscripts are original, and several are 
the only copies in existence.

PROTEST AGAINST D/SCR I MINA TING 
PRICES. 

New York, August i, 1899. 
To the Editor of The Publishers' Weekly. 

Sir : The correspondent who signs himself 
“Bookseller” in your issue of June 24 , de¬ 
sires an open reply from the publishers. 
Will he get it ? He has asked a straightforward 
business question. The writer, a buyer for a 
department store, has often marvelled at the 
business methods of most of the large pub¬ 
lishers. 

Take the line in question as an example : 
the dealer buying the largest quantity can sell 
at the price the smaller buyer pays and still 
make a gross profit of 65 %. 

Not to my knowledge does any such absurd 
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difference in price, based on quantity, apply to 
any other line of goods. Such a scale of prices 
reads more like the odds on a horse race than 
it does the prices for a staple commodity. Do 
the manufacturers of books buy on the same 
basis as they sell? If they do, book paper 
must sell something like this : For an edition 
of 500 copies or less, 28 c. per lb.; for 1000 
copies, 27 c.; and so on down to 17 c. for an edi¬ 
tion of 10,000 or over. If this isn’t an analo¬ 
gous case I would be pleased to be shown why 
it is not. 

There is another absurdity that has often 
struck me even more lorcibly than this very 
unjust difference in price for varying quanti¬ 
ties, and that is the so-called “bottom price.” 
It is well known that the discount on the 
same book varies from one-third to forty and 
ten, according to the number purchased. If a 
single copy is ordered by mail the discount is 
one-third. If you order 250 or 500 of the same 
book the discount is forty and ten. If this 
policy is strictly adhered to right through a long 
list of miscellaneous books, then it must be that 
a very large majority of such a list is never sold 
at bottom price, even to the largest buyer in 
the trade. 

In my connection with a department store 
handling a very large variety of goods, \ 
know of no other commodity except books, 
where the difference between the maximum 
and minimum price to the trade is over 22 %, 
and where the bottom price, even to the largest 
buyers, is a m\ th. 

In a recent interview with a gentleman hold¬ 
ing an important position in the publishing 
trade the statement was made that we could 
not expect to make any profit on the very pop¬ 
ular books. Now this was no news to us, but 
wasn’t it rather a humiliating acknowledg¬ 
ment to make about a product absolutely con¬ 
trollable by the producer, as is a copyright book. 

Does the publisher’s percentage decrease with 
the popularity of a book until, when he strikes 
a big success, it vanishes altogether? He 
deserves to have it so, but I don’t think such 
is the case. 

In the words of “ Bookseller ” of Providence 
again : “ What do the publishers mean?”

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

R. H. Russell will soon issue “ The Treas¬ 
ures of the Metroplitan Museum of Art,” with 
sixty half-tone illustrations, and text by Arthur 
Hoeber. 

The Tribune Company, South Bend, Ind., 
will publish at once “ La Salle in the Valley of 
the St. Joseph,” by Bartlett and Lyon, of South 
Bend, illustrated with over twenty half-tone 
plates. 

Thomas Whittaker will publish imme¬ 
diately a volume on “ The Temperance Prob¬ 
lem and Social Reform,” by Joseph Rountree 
and Arthur Sherwell, of which three editions 
were quickly taken up in London. 

The Continental Publishing Co. will pub¬ 
lish this month a volume of short stories by 
William Winslow, entitled “A Daughter of Nep¬ 
tune.” The scenes of some of the stories are 
laid in the West, where the author spent 
several years. 


Miss Margaret Lee, of 344 Lafayette Ave¬ 
nue, Brooklyn, N. Y., intends, with others, to 
petition Congress to remove all limitations of 
time as they exist in the copyright law of the 
United States, and to make the rights of the 
author and his heirs perpetual. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. have in press “ Wine on 
the Lees,” by J. A. Steuart, a story that turns 
upon certain phases of the drink question;, 
also, “ The Minister of State,” by Bernard 
Capes, a novel which has its scene of action 
at the period of the French Revolution. 

Jean Boussod, Manzi, Joyant & Co. have 
just ready parts 5 and 6 of the “ 1899 Figaro 
Salon,” with descriptive text by Arsene Alexan¬ 
dre. Colored supplements of Jean Sala’s 
“Mater Amorosa,” and of J. Rolshoven’s 
charming painting, “ Great Grandmother’s 
Finery,” accompany these parts. 

The Penn Publishing Company, Philadel¬ 
phia, has just purchased from the WoolfalL 
Company the plates of “The Youth’s Plu¬ 
tarch’s Lives” and “Youth’s Classical Dic¬ 
tionary,” both by Edward S. Ellis. These 
will not be issued at present, but will be held 
for publication some time after the first of the 
coming year. 

Miss Amy Brooks has prepared a very 
striking set of illustrations for “ Told Under 
the Cherry Tree,” Grace Le Baron Upham’s- 
Christmas book for 1899 . Mrs. Upham, the 
trade may be interested to know, is the wife of 
Henry Upham, of Damrell & Upham, well 
known as the proprietors of the “ Old Corner ” 
bookstore at Boston. 

The Bay View Publishing Co., whose New 
York office, at 156 Fifth Avenue, is under the 
management of John Hovendon, has purchased 
from the Rodgers Co., of Philadelphia, the 
stock and plates of the Excelsior edition of 
standard works. This series already contains 
56 titles. The volumes are printed from new 
plates on good paper, and are very attractively 
bound. 

George M. Hill Co., 166 S. Clinton Street, 
Chicago, have acquired the publishers’ rights 
for L. Frank Baum’s new book of nursery 
rhymes, entitled “Father Goose—His Book,” - 
which was first announced by the Picture Book 
Company. The book, which will be ready 
early in September, is on entirely original 
lines, and will be, mechanically, very attrac¬ 
tive. The text is in specially drawn letters,, 
and every page will be printed in two colors. 

“ At last,” says the New York Evening Post r 
“a publisher has been found to bless the bi¬ 
cycle. A couple of years ago bicycle riding 
was made responsible for the falling off of so 
many persons (no pun intended) in literary en¬ 
thusiasm. The wheel took them away from 
books, and overcame the allurements of the 
library. Now, however, one publisher has 
discovered that the bicycle has at least been, 
the means of awakening an interest in natural 
history, and reports as a direct result an in¬ 
creased demand for books on that subject.” 

John Anderson, Jr., expects to retire from 
the old book business and to open, some time 
in October, a book auction room in New York 
City. While the location has not yet been def¬ 
initely decided upon, Mr. Anderson expects to 
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settle in the neighborhood of Broadway and 
Twenty-eighth Street. His plan is to take a 
store where he will be able to make an attrac¬ 
tive display of the books before each sale, and 
where the book-lover will be surrounded by a 
distinctively literary atmosphere. Certain 
other innovations that Mr. And rson proposes 
to introduce into the book auction business will 
undoubtedly commend his enterprise to his 
prospective patrons. 

L. C. Page & Co. announce the immediate 
publication of the second edition of “ The 
Queen’s Service, or, the real Tommy Atkins,” 
the first edition of which was exhausted on the 
day of publication. The subject of the book, 
the true experiences of a gentleman who served 
eight years in the British Regulars, is an inter¬ 
esting one, particularly at the present time, 
when rumors of war make the real condition of 
the English army of such paramount impor¬ 
tance to the welfare of the empire. It is inter¬ 
esting also to compare the actual experiences 
of the real “ Tommy Atkins ,f with his brother 
•of fiction, so well known in “Soldiers Three” 
of Rudyard Kipling. 

Henry S. Allen, 123 East Twenty-eighth 
Street, New York, is about to publish an Edition 
de luxe of “ Mary, the Queen of the House of 
David,” which was written at his request by 
the Rev. Dr. A. S. Walsh. This book was first 
published by subscription and had an extra¬ 
ordinarily large sale, beingcommended by emi¬ 
nent people in all parts of the English-speaking 
world. The new edition will be embellished 
with sixty full-page reproductions, finely exe¬ 
cuted, of celebrated paintings of scenes in 
the life of Mary, the mother of Jesus. Me¬ 
chanically the book will be made as attractive 
as good printing, substantial paper, and artistic 
binding can make possible. 

Cassell & Company, Limited, announce the 
second volume of the “Queen’s Empire,” 
a comprehensive “pictorial record” of va¬ 
rious phases of life and activity in all parts 
of the British dominions. The first volume, 
published about a year ago, gained appre¬ 
ciative welcome on account of the excellence 
and variety of its photographic reproductions. 
The second and completing volume is fully 
equal to its predecessor in the quality and 
scope of its illustrations of the public buildings, 
social institutions, industries, customs, and 
sports of the inhabitants of the United King¬ 
dom and of the various communities in all 
quarters of the world who own the sway of 
the Empress-Queen. 

Anna Howell Clarkson, under the title 
“ A Beautiful Life and Its Associations,” has 
written the annals of the Iowa Central Univer¬ 
sity. The beautiful life was lived by Mrs. 
Drusiila Allen Stoddard, for many years 
teacher in that institution. Incidentally Mrs. 
Clarkson writes much of college life in small 
towns, and she gives complete biographies of 
each of the presidents of the university. The 
book is elaborately illustrated and cannot fail 
to please all who ever came in contact with 
the many illustrious educators quoted. Mrs. 
Stoddard was a Baptist missionary and spent 
much of her time in India. Her influence over 
her pupils was phenomenal, and the book is 
full of letters gathered from old times. The 
book may be procured from the Brentano’s 
and the American Baptist Publication Society. 


The Century Company has in preparation a 
volume entitled “ Tramping with Tramps,” a 
collection of articles by Josiah Flynt, who has 
made a special study of the tramp question. 
The book will have an introductory note by 
Dr. Andrew D. White, Ambassador to Ger¬ 
many, who speaks of the work as one of great 
importance and fascinating interest. Mr. 
Flynt has lived for many months among the 
tramps at home and abroad, and knows them 
more intimately, perhaps, than any other liv¬ 
ing man. His work will be illustrated. They 
will publish in October a volume of nautical 
tales, by Morgan Robertson, which will be en¬ 
titled after the leading story in the book— 
“Where Angels Fear to Tread.” Mr. Robert¬ 
son, whose stories are familiar to readers of 
Harper's , The Atlantic , and McClures , has 
spent ten years before the mast, which ac¬ 
counts for his intimate knowledge of ships and 
sailors ; how he acquired his skill as a story¬ 
teller is another question, and more difficult to 
answer. 

T. Y. Crowell & Co. will publish early in 
the fall “ Historic Americans,” by E. S. Brooks, 
which consists of what the author aptly calls 
“Snap Shots” at twenty-six of the great 
men of the Republic, beginning with John 
Winthrop and ending with Grant. He includes 
George Washington, Franklin, the Adamses, 
Jefferson, Whitney, the inventor of the cotton- 
gin; Morse, the inventor of the telegraph, and 
others whose names are household words. 
They will publish shortly a little handy manual 
of dates, prepared by Mr. Powers, well known 
to the Boston trade as the chief proofreader 
for several printers, but recently with C. J. 
Peters & Son. It is almost small enough for a 
pocket, but by clever condensation and using 
a few obvious abbreviations he manages to 
confine each event to a line, and thus he covers 
six thousand years of history. The first half 
of the book is devoted to America, and a com¬ 
paratively large space is given to the Spanish 
states, which Mr. Powers thinks will occupy 
more and more of our attention. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons, in accordance 
with an arrangement with Kipling, will con¬ 
tinue the Outward Bound edition of his works 
by adding to it the volumes given to the 
public since this edition was begun, together 
with some earlier and hitherto unpublished 
writings. The six volumes which will be 
added to the twelve already issued will be 
illustrated by John Lockwood Kipling. Vol. 
xiii, “ The Day’s Work,” Part 1 , including 
“The Son of His Father” (not included under 
this title in trade edition,) has just been pub¬ 
lished. Vol. xiv, “The Day’s Work,” Part 2 , 
including “ The Wreck of the Visigoth " “ The 
Lang Men o’ Larut,” “ Brugglesmith,” and 
“The Record of Badalia Herodsfoot” (not in¬ 
cluded under this title in trade edition,) will be 
published next month or in September. Vol. 
xv, “ From Sea to Sea,” Part 1 , will be pub¬ 
lished in October. Vol. xvi, “ From Sea to 
Sea,” Part 2 , collected letters of travel, in¬ 
cluding an accurate text of the “American 
Notes,” with “ Letters of Marque,” “The City 
of the Dreadful Night,” “ The Smith Ad¬ 
ministration,” etc., will be ready in Novem¬ 
ber. Vol. xvii, “Early Verse,” including 
“Schoolboy Lyrics,” “ Echoes ” (not in any 
other edition,) and “ Departmental Ditties,” 
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will be issued in December; and Vol. xviii, 
“Stalky & Co.,” 1900 (not in any other uni¬ 
form edition,) will very likely not be published 
until next year. 

The Macmillan Co. will reissue their “ Tem¬ 
ple Shakespeare” in a form more suitable for 
the library, and in a larger type, the entire set 
to be completed in twelve volumes. An advan¬ 
tage which will be attached to this new form is 
that a long-desired wish to illustrate the notes 
may be gratified, as well as to illuminate the 
obsolete allusions in the text by illustrations 
from old and contemporary documents, and 
various other antiquarian sources. It will 
also give the editor, Mr. Gollancz. an op¬ 
portunity of fully revising the text and adding 
to his notes where space prohibited it in the 
early edition, so that he will be able to use 
in this new edition the latest results ob¬ 
tained from hisown and other researches. The 
editor will also add in the twelfth volume a 
life of the poet from all available sources, in- 
cludingagain the results of his later researches. 
It is proposed to issue, also, a large-paper edi¬ 
tion on a very limited scale. In this edition 
will be included some tinted photogravures, 
which it is impossible to issue in the cheap edi¬ 
tion, and which will consist of contemporaries 
or places associated intimately with the story 
of Shakespeare. Of the “Temple Shake¬ 
speare ” in its present form, a million copies 
have been sold. They will publish a primer 
on Dante by E. Garratt Gardner. It will form 
one of the series to be known as Temple 
Primers , which will be published in conjunc¬ 
tion with Dent & Co. To the student of the 
life, the times, or the works of Dante, this 
primer will be the most comprehensive work 
of reference that has been issued on the 
subject. They will publish in October Eger- 
ton Castle’s new book, “ Young April,” which 
is now running as a serial in Frank Leslie's 
Monthly. 

FOREIGN NOTES. 

Methuen & Co., London, will publish in the 
fall Edward A. Fitzgerald’s new book, “The 
Highest Andes.” 

A new edition of Chambers’s “ Encyclopaedia 
of English Literature ” is being prepared under 
the editorship of Dr. Patrick. 

Lady Betty Balfour is bringing out a 
“ History of Lord Lytton’s Indian Administra¬ 
tion, compiled from letters and official pa¬ 
pers.” Lady Betty is the late Lord Lytton’s 
daughter. 

James Bowden, formerly of Ward, Lock 
& Bowden, and more recently in business 
on his own account and manager for George 
Routledge & Sons, has accepted the post of 
general manager of the Religious Tract So¬ 
ciety of London. He will dispose of his own 
publishing business, but will not immediately 
sever his connection with George Routledge 
& Sons. 

The London Bible Society has begun to 
publish in its magazine the letters which 
passed between George Borrow and the so¬ 
ciety, and which Dr. Knapp failed to secure 
for his “Life of George Borrow,” published 
by G. P. Putnam’s Sons. It seems that the 
conjecture that Joseph John Gurney first in¬ 
troduced Borrow to the Bible Society is wrong. 
It was the Rev. Francis Cunningham, of Lowes¬ 


toft. In the Rev. Mr. Cunningham’s letter 
of introduction Borrow is thus described: “ He 
is independent in circumstances, of no very 
exactly defined denomination of Christians* 
but I think of certain Christian principle. I 
shall make more inquiry about him and see 
him again. Next week I propose to meet him 
in London, and I could wish that you should 
see him, and, if you please, take him under 
your charge for a few days. He is the middle 
order of society, and a very producible per¬ 
son.” Borrow was communicated with and 
negotiations followed which ended in his em¬ 
ployment by the society.
